ON THE NORTHEAST FRONT, 
Korea, Jan. 10 (UP)—Communist 
North Koreans released six Amer- 
ican prisoners yesterday after giv- 
ing them a liberal dose of Red 
propaganda and a note to their 
commander to “stop the war.” 

The North Koreans, better 
known for their brutal mistreat- 
ment of prisoners, fed the Yanks 
three meals a day, kept them 
warm and promised to return the 
wristwatches and rings stolen by 
the troops that captured them.

Allen W. Marshalek, Mount Car- 
mel, Pa.; Pyt.

Breckenridge, Darst © pointed 
out, has a new housing authority, 
established after passage of the 
1949 Housing Act, and’is a small 
city that set up a program of only 
75 low-rent dwellings, which 
would have “cleaned out 75 rot- 
ten shacks.” Darst continued, in 
his letter to Vatterott: 

“You are aware of the all-out 
attack that is being made in 
Texas by opponents of low-rent 
housing. In Breckenridge they 
persuaded local officials that it 
would be a patriotic gesture to re- 
fuse the funds already allocated, 
although not disbursed. That ac- 
tion has been broadcast through- 
out the nation. 

Results in Texas. . 

“Your telegram states that it is 
a ‘meritorious campaign.’ Ob- 
viously the ‘campaign’ is one to 
destroy the public low-rent hous- 
ing program in the nation. It did 
not originate in Breckenridge. 

“For the sake of the record let’s 
» 'examine the result§ of this action 
for Breckenridge. The city had 
not received $750,000 from the

What he said also applies to the 
equipment for the other armed 
forces. Defense budget makers 
have found that out in preparing 
estimates for the new 1952 fiscal 
year budget. 

More Speed Expected. 

The new 60,000-ton ‘carrier 
would be capable of launching 
and landing planes large sa cs!

000,000. The original Midway cost 
only sos. 000,000, 

Flush-Deck Advantages.

After fighting the Germans in 
two world wars and having a ter- 
rible time in beating them, West- 
ern nations find it difficult to be- 
lieve the Germans really don’t 
want to go back into uniform 
again. 

Have Their Fill of War. 

The fact is, however, the people 
as such do not. Those particularly 
between the ages of 20 and 40 
have had a stomach full of war. 
There is scarcely a family that 
has not lost at least two close 
relatives in the last war.  Vir- 
tually all have lost their. homes, 
their money and their security. 
On top of this they are an oc- 
cupied country, treated as second 
class citizens, and largely 
through French fears they are be- 
ing asked to rearm as second 
class soldiers—pawns of nations 
that defeated them. 

The Germans are also military 
realists. They know the sad’ state 
of Western defenses in Europe, 
compared to the six Soviet armies 
that rattle their tanks in the 
middle of Germany along the oc- 
cupation border. They know that 
there is no such thing as a “little” 
rearming such as the Atlantic 
pact has thus far proposed for 
them. 

A “little” rearming would pro- 
Vide no defense and only leave 
them at the mercy of the Russians 
as an “enemy,” should the Soviet 
Union attack. They also know 
any attack would begin in the 
middle of Germany and devastate 
a country just now getting back 
on its feet. 

There is no doubt a vote now 
for rearming would be over- 
whelmingly defeated if the: West 
Germans were polled.

First: Neither we nor the Euro- 
peans themselves have known the 
Soviet “timetable for aggression,” 
if any such timetable exists. Re- 
ports to the contrary are ‘non- 
sense. 


Second: Because we do not 
know the Soviet plan, we have 
not been able to make counter- 
plans, Not knowing if, when or 
where the Russians might strike, 
we have not known either the de- 
gree or the immediacy of our 
danger. 


European Economy Rickety. 


Third: Lacking definite indica- 
tions of a Russian attack, every- 
body has been inclined, not un- 
naturally, to concentrate, on re- 
construction and the improve- 
ment of the standard of living in 
Free Europe rather than on re- 
armament. Because the economy 
of ‘Free Europe is still rickety, 
threatened with inflation, and sub- 
sidized by the United States, 
American and European: leaders 
have felt that unnecessary expen- 
diture on arms should be avoided. 
It has been a simple question of 
not being able to do everything 
at once. 


Fourth: Since the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization was set 
up there have been frequent 
changes in the “plans” which we 
have been able to make. Those 
plans have been revised upward 
since the Korean war caused an 
increased feeling that the Rus- 
sians were really on the warpath. 

The plans are still subject to 
change: Gen. Eisenhower may 
be able to make them definite, 
but meanwhile it is difficult to 
say just how many troops each 
country should contribute. 

At present ‘there is every rea- 
son to believe that each member 
of the pact will contribute the i¢, 
forces demanded of it. 


Fifth: The experts are stilt 
struggling with the great rope 
problem of how much Euro 
can spend on armaments witho 
ruining its economy completely 
and risking dangerous politic 
repercussions.

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Suhstitute for the Two-Bit Joke 

The Missouri drivers’ license law is such ‘a 
national joke that the Legislature ought to feel 
obliged to replace it quickly. State Representa- 
tive Fred Ray Columbo of St. Louis has pre- 
pared a strong substitute. 

His bill would require strict physical and 
driving tests before a motorist could set out on 
Missouri highways. The motorist could lose his 
driving permit if he were convicted of a major 
road offense such as manslaughter. 

Missoyians have had to do no more than pay 
25 cents for the privilege to drive for two years. 
This cut-rate license is hardly a license at all, 
but only a tax receipt. Gov. Smith said it had 
made Missouri a “laughing stock,” and in fact 
this state’s licensing program is ranked next to 
last among the 48 states. 

But the full story is not so funny. The weak 
license law is an invitation to bad driving and 
danger on the highways. State Highway Patrol 
records show that driver failure is the chief 
cause of accidents, yet Missouri has no way of 
preventing bad driving. 

If the present law is a joke, safety is not. 
The Legislature will fulfill the promises of both 
major ‘party platforms by writing an effective 
drivers’ license law. 
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Doctors and the Long Crisis 


Some Congressmen have a dangerously lim- 
ited conception of the extent of the effort the 
United States probably will be compelled to 
make if it is to preserve freedom. This is no 
short-term, small-scale business. This is a strug- 
gle which, if it is successful, looks as-though it 
will last into the indefinite future. Americans 
probably will be living with it. for a long, long 
time. 

‘Yet Senators McClellan of Arkansas, Robert- 
son of Virginia and Butler of Maryland are talk- 
ing glibly of postponing all the domestic aspects 
of President Truman’s program, apparently 
under the delusion that this crisis will last for 
only a year or two. They argue against spend- 
ing any money to train more doctors, for exam- 
ple, because they think that is something which 
can be deferred until the emergency is over. 

It cannot be deferred, and it cannot be de- 
ferred precisely because the emergency is so 
grave and because it can be expected to continue 
so long. Money put into building new medical 
schools or expanding enrollments will produce 
no immediate results. There would be no allevi- 
ation of the shortage of doctors this year. 

But there could be improvement in five or six 
years, when the crisis apparently still will be 
with us. The United States has delayed far too 
long in training enough doctors and other medi- 
cal personnel to meet the need. The result now 
is that the medical manpower shortage is one 
of *the gravest of military problems and a 
serious Ameri weakness. There simply are 
not nearly en tq supply the armed services, 
prepare for atomic attack and take care of ordi- 
nary civilian ds. :

If words will play an important part in shap- 
ing of future events, the words of few men will 
‘be as important to the world as those of Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

His is far more than a task of simply being 
commander of the North Atlantic army.

Between Book Ends 


Mussolini's “Liberator” 


ay oy SECRET MISSIONS, by Otte Skerzeny. 

(€. P. Dutton & Co., 256 pgs., $3.) 

If there ever was a dyed-in-the-wool 
Nazi, it was—and still is— S.S. Col. Otto 
Skorzeny, the six-foot three young Aus 
trian who liberated Mussolini in’a daring 
aerial raid on his Italian prison. This book, 
translated from the French, in turn trans- 
lated from the German, purports to be the 
slippery Skorzeny’s own true story. It 
may well be. It is told with an amazifg 
amount of braggadocio, infantile sentiment 


‘ and feverish waving of the swastika. 


It must be admitted that Skorzeny is a 
brave and ingenious man who had many 
perilous adventures. His superiors knew 
they could count on his combination of 
fanatical loyalty, daredevil spirit and -u- 
usual ability as a leader of the lesser 
kindred “iti who were frequently hand- 

7 picked to serve with 
him. The high point 
of the book is the 
glider landing on the 
rocky crag where 
Mussolini was held 
after Italy collapsed, 
the subduing of the 
bewildered Italian 
troop detachment 
and Skorzeny’s take- 
off with Ir Duce in 
a small, overloadéd 


fore the actual land- 
Otte Skorzeny ing, Skorzeny mirac- 
ulously escaped 
death when the plane in which he was 
scouting for Mussolini’s prison was shot 
down into the sea by British fighters. 

Skorzeny, then a captain, was picked 
by Hitler to attempt the aerial kidnaping 
of Mussolini. At the end of his conference 
with Hitler, he found himself filled wae. a 
fanatical SOEvor, 

* * 

A good AA of Skorzeny’s audacity 
may be had froin his idea of how the Allies 
might have practically ended the war with 
a lightning stroke. Writing of the epic of 
Arnhem, wherein gliders and parachutes 
gave the Allies an initial advantage in .a 
landing behind the German lines, Skorzeny 
comments: . 

“After this mass operation, I always 
trembled at the notion that the Allies 
might transport several airborne divisions 
to the very gates of Berlin, where at that 
time all the service commands, including 
the Fuehrer’s G.H.Q., were concentrated. 
There is no possible doubt that these 
troops, making a lightning attack, could 
have seized all.the nerve centers of our 
army. The fact that the Allies never at- 
tempted such an ‘aerial landing’ may per- 
haps be due to political considerations.” 

The attempt on Hitler’s life in July 1944, 
was, in Skorzeny’s eyes, “a criminal enter- 
prise” and Skorzeny helped suppress. the 
“criminals” who nearly did away with his 
beloved Fuehrer. Other adventures include 
the kidnaping of Nicholas Horthy, sen of 
the Hungarian regent; the capture of the 
Hungarian government to prevent surren- 
der to Russia; experiments in the develop- 
ment of buzz-bombs and jet planes; counter 
spy work; and the infiltrating of German 
troops in G.I. uniforms behind American 
lines during the Battle of the Bulge. In- 
cidentally. his whereabouts has been un- 
known since his escape from an Allied 
prison after the war. 

The book is not nearly as good: as the 
subject matter indicates.. It is poorly “o's 
ten, important’ details are- 
Skorzeny is‘ uninterested in any of ‘he 
characters except himself oe Hitler.

Limited Commitmeht. 

It is no secret that at the 
time the President was deciding 
to intervene, Gen. MacArthur was 
saying in Tokyo that “anyone 
who engages the United States 
Army on the mainland of Asia 
should have his reason exam- 
ined.” This version of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s views has been printed 
by the foreign editor of “News- 
week,” Mr. Kern, who was in 
Tokyo at the time, and there are 
others who could confirm it. Gen. 
MacArthur was, of course, stating 
the considered views of the mil- 
itary establishment, views reached 
after long study and debate. 

They were such. well - fixed 
American views that the Pres- 
ident’s first statement—that of 
June 27—expressly limited our 
intervention to “air and sea forces 
to give the Korean Government 
troops cover and support.”’ The 
country thought then that the 
President was making a limited 
commitment which was in accord 
with the considered strategical 
policy of the United States. Prob- 
ably Mr. Truman thought he was 
making such a limited commit- 
ment. \ 
But three days later, as the 
South Korean army collapsed, a 

wand much more serious ques- 
ion was presented to him: Should 
the limited commitment decided 
upon Monday evening be enlarged 
to include ground troops? Was this 
question ever publicly discussed? 
It was not. Was it seriously dis- 
cussed within the Administra- 


. tion? I have never found anyone 
' gmong those who are supposed to 


know who says it was seriously 
‘discussed. 


Taft Is Right. 


But on Friday, June 30, the 
White House announced that 
“Gen. MacArthur has been au- 
thorized to use certain support- 
ing ground units.” This was all 
that the President had to say 
when he made a decision which, 
whether he realized it or not, 
committed the flower of the 
United States Army and Marine 
Corps to the ‘Korean war—‘“cer- 
tain supporting ground units” in- 
deed. ... . 

In the light of this record and

We -might “limit” our war 
against them to naval blockade 
and support of Chiang and the 
like. But how do Mr. Truman 
and Mr. Acheson propose to 
“limit” China’s war against us 
and against our allies? If we in- 
‘dulge in this fearful nonsense, 
what will happen is that China 
and Russia, not the United States 
|or the United Nations, will decide 
‘how much war there is to be in 
‘the Far East. Wars cannot be 
turned on and off like water out 
of a faucet.

=» RESIDENT TRUMAN has chosen in his State of the Union

to Europe without the consent of Congress. 


The message is Lased on the 
assumption that the commitments 
have long since been made and 
that plans are proceeding accord- 
ing to schedule. The wisdom of 
this tactic is open to question 
however much . = a 
one may ap- 33 
prove the goal 
that Gen. Eisen- 
hower seeks in 
Europe. it will .

There can be

the very fact of Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s mission. 


His confidence and his resolu- 
tion on his arrival in Paris will 
tend to offset the words of un- 
certainty and doubt that were so 
unfortunately timed on the eve 
of his departure. In his talk on 
the French and British radio, 
Eisenhower said: “We are com- 
mitted to a great partnership and 
I, in. all humility, am proud to 
serve in one phase of attaining 
the aspirations of our several 
peoples.” 


Schedule for Debate? 


If there are doubts in Europe, 
there are also doubts in this coun- 
try. The line of division on for- 
eign policy has been sharply 
drawn by the Taft-Hoover dec- 
larations. The Hoover-Taft ad- 
herents will keep the issue alive, 
their best tactic being obviously 
to prolong the debate in the hope 
of winning more adherents as the 
doubts spread. 


But such a delay will have a 
harmful effect on the efforts to 
prepare the defense of the West. 
Here at home important decisions 
will be postponed from week to 
week and month to month as the 
argument continues and grows 
hotter. Abroad the unresolved dis- 
pute will spread the corrosion of 
distrust, with, one may be certain, 
the active assistance of Communist 
propaganda. 


There is a time schedule that 
could, and should, bring an end 
to the debate. at an early oppor- 
tunity. Gen. Eisenhower will re- 
turn from Europe at the end of 
this month. He will report to the 
Congress on his findings. Surely, 


too, he will report to the people 
in a nation-wide broadcast. 


In the wake of that broadcast 
means should be found to have a 
test vote. in the Senate on’ the 
right of the President to partici- 
pate in the defense of Western 
Europe to the extent of sending 
further American divisions to be 
stationed there.

A large proportion of this 
waste could be eliminated if 
trained retrievers were used by 
hunters instead of the hjt-and- 
miss methods usually employed 
by a great majority today. Winged 
birds and those that carry off one 
or two pellets are seldom re- 
trieved by the hunter. A good re- 
triever will bring in these birds, 
regardless of how fast they swim 
or how far away they fall, and 
to watch one of these water-lov- 
ing, well-trained animals go about 
its work is a job to be long re- 
membered. 

In selecting your retriever pup- 


py for training, be sure it is one 
that is not afraid to get its feet 
wet, whether the month be Jan- 
uary or July. Love of the water 
is essential, but absolute obedi- 
ence is the first requisite. Abso- 
lute control of the dog at all 
times_is more essential with re- 
trievers than any other class of 
hunting dogs. They must be in 
judgment at all times and the 
more disciplined they are, the 
more perfect the day in the blind. 


Oral Commands Come First. 

“The fewer the commands, the 
smarter the dog” is an old axiom 
of trainers and it certainly holds 
true in the proper training of re- 
trievers. A finished dog will re- 
spond to either oral or whistled 
commands. Oral commands are 
usually taught first and the stac- 
cato whistle commands should fol- 
low. The same type of whistle 
commands should be given each 
time; for example, one sharp 
whistle to stop and several sharp 
blasts to come to heel. A half- 
dozen or less commands are suf- 
ficient for a good working dog, 
but they must be implicitly and 
instantly obeyed.

BOGEY HAS NEVER been one, for example, to 
travel to the desert when making an outdoor 
epic and rough it in a sleeping bag, with coffee 
cooked over a campfire and bones frozen to the 
marrow on cold sands. 

As a matter of fact, he doesn’t even like traveling 
to metropolitan cities, no matter how comfortable 
or luxurious the accommodations.

over the wide, color-worked val- 
ley, spread almost a mile beneath 
your Car. 

“Ain’t it nice? And every house 
in town has a view like that, 
too!” The valley is a vast pic- 
ture-window—a misty pattern of 
rolling tan hills, patched with 
green farmlands, ribboned with 
the curling blue of a river, and 
bordered by distant cliffs of red 
and gray rock. 

You agree—the view is star- 
tling, even from a house on stilts.

Playing Canasta to Win |

: MALL ‘scores count for so lit- 
tle in Canasta that-there are 
few times when you prefer one 

meld to another solely because 
it counts more. It is well to re- 
sist the natural tendency to put 
down the higher-scoring cards 
when there is a choice. Often it 
is better tactics to sacrifice a few 
* points. 


. Take this hand: 


Both sides need only 50. . An 
opponent has melded for his side; 
you decide that you might as well 
go down too. 

You'll make the minimum easi- 
ly by melding your joker with a 
pair. Now, here is one case in 
which you invariably pick the 
higher-scoring card: There is no 
reason to meld a deuce instead 
of a joker, because the joker is 
worth -30 points more on the ta- 
ble and no more in the hand. 

But-there is another case in 
which players invariably reach for 
the higher-scoring card, and mayy 


+ be they’d be better off not to. 


That is when they have aces. You 
would probably meld your aces 
automatically, rather than your 
eights or sixes, on the hand shown, 
But every now and then it is bet- 
ter to hold the aces, when (as in 
thi$ case) you can as easily make 
the minimum with a lower pair. 


An opponent, knowing the usual |, 


habits of Canasta players, might 
then assume that you don’t have a 
pair of aces. “If he’d had them, 
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he would have melded them,” he 
may think. And later, he may 
throw an ace to you, thinking it 
to be safer than a lower card. That 
may give you the pack. 

. As for the choice between the 
eights and the sixes, that again 
is a matter in which the point 
values mean little. Select the rank 
that seems best—that partner is 
more likely to have, or that won't 
be as: easy to discard later as 
the pair you save. 

In any case, don’t worry too 
much because two aces count 40 
and the other pairs less. You don’t 
win Canasta games on 20- or 30- 
point differences.

North’s pre-emptive leap to 
four spades was well advised,

. suffered only a one-trick defeat. 


As it was, neither East nor West 
could afford to enter the auttion 
at so high a level. (Of course 
four spades could have been de- 
feated, but it wasn’t—hence this 
story.) 

West opened the heart king. 
South won, ruffed a heart in 
dummy, then led a trump to his 
own -hand and ruffed his last 
heart. He drew another round of 
trumps to clean up that situation 
—then slyly led to a low diamond 
from dummy. 


Exactly as South had hoped, 
East had one of the djamond hon- 
ors but did not see the urgent 
need of putting it up, here and 
now. So West had to win the 
trick, with the diamond 10. And 
West was helpless! Sensing that 
South had the king of clubs, West 
refused to break that suit, but his 
actual return of the diamond jack 
was no more effective. South 
knew that his only chance was 
(first) a 3-3 break of the missing 
diamonds and (second) keeping 
East off lead, so he now put up 
dummy’s diamond ace and then 
forced West right back on lead 
with a third round of diamonds. 
Now dummy’s fourth diamond 
was set up for a club discard, 
and the contract was “on ice.” 


Observe that South could not 
afford to lead ‘the first diamond 
toward dummy, because East 
would -be sure to get in with his 
queen, then or later, and would 
of course shift to clubs. (West 
could and probably would un- 
block in diamonds, to help his 
partner.) The crux was to lead 
low from the board and hope 
that East wouldn’t be so alert or 
so expert as to go right up with 
his honor.
